REMARKS

Invention II: Claims 7-10, drawn to searching for retailers which sell a second item, 
classified in class 705, subclass 27. 

Invention III: Claims 11-13, drawn to automatically pre-authorizing a purchase, 
classified in class 705, subclass 44. 

Applicant hereby elects Invention I, consisting of Claims 1-6 and 22, for prosecution in 
this application. Applicant has selected Invention I in order to expedite prosecution of this 

application. Applicant does not acquiesce to the Examiner's foundation for the Restriction 
Requirement as set forth in the Office Action. Accordingly, the foregoing election is made 
without waiver, estoppel or without prejudice to the filing of one or more related applications 
directed to the subject matter of the canceled claims.
